High School Principal Philip 
Wormwood has asked for seven 
and one half additional teachers, 
figured at the annual rate of $7800 
which is the median figure for the 
system, 

He has also budgeted for seven 
custodians to handle maintenance 
at the new senior high school, The 
five now employed will be needed 
to handle work at the second junior 
high school which is to be opened 
in the present high school building

Add in proposed increase in

Major added personnel needs for

Time For Caution 


Be on the alert for illegal hunters. The woods are full 


of them. 
Residents in the outer reaches (along with some too 


close to mass civilization for comfort) have been com- 
plaining more than usual this year about the fact that guns 
can be heard popping dangerously near. They are unnerved 
by little things — like the sound of shotgun pellets 
bouncing off the roof! 

Hunters should provide little cause for concern in 
The town has a bylaw which prevents hunting 
altogether except for those who have the WRITTEN per- 
mission of the landowner whose fields he stalks. But the 
problem grows as urbanization pushes the hunter further 
and further from the metropolitan core. 

The game warden says that most of those who violate 
the local hunting law, some of whom are residents, simply 
do not know it exists.
